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WASHINGTON (A P) -- Wage in­ 
creases won m major labor contracts 
last year ra* ahead of inflation for 
the first time in three years, the 
Labor Department reported Friday. 
The department said settlements 
negotiated daring 1975 produced pay 
hikes averaging 10.2 per cent for the 
first year of the contract, up from in­ 
creases o 9.8 per cent negotiated in 
1974. 


Inflation as measured by,the con­ 
sumer price index increased 7 per 
cent in 1975 and 12.2 per cent in 1974. 
The last time wage increases out­ 
paced inflation was in 1972 under 
government wage-price controls. 
That year, first-year pay increases 
averaged 7.3 per cent, against an in­ 
flation rate of 3.3 per cent. 
Contracts covering 4.5 million 
workers are up for renegotiation this 


year in such key industries as truck­ 
ing, autos and rubber. Most of the ex­ 
piring contracts were negotiated un­ 
der controls and union leaders have 
indicated they will seek substantial 
increases to catchup with inflation. 


The Ford administration has ex­ 
pressed concern over the prospect of 
crippling strikes and inflationary 
settlements which could endanger 


the economic recovery from reces­ 
sion. 
The Labor Department said its 
figures for last year covered 763 set­ 
tlem ents involving 2 8 m illion 
workers. Wage and fringe benefits in 
the first year averaged increases of 
11.2 per cent, compared with 10.7 per 
cent in 1974. 
Over the life of the contracts, 
wages and benefits increased an 


average of 8 per cent, up from 7.8 per 
cent in 1974. 


The government said the size of 
the settlements “ appears to have 
been influenced by the possibility of 
additional increases 
under es­ 
calator clauses which are intended to 
make-up for rises in the cost of liv­ 
ing. 
Contracts with such clauses 


provided for annual wage increases 
of 7 per cent. Contracts without es­ 
calator clauses averaged 8.2 per 
cent. 


Settlements with cost-of-living 
provisions provided first-year wag 
gains averaging 13 3 per cent when 
the cost-of-living adjustments were 
added to the basic wage increases, 
the government reported.

Candidates seeking election to 
comity, state and federal offices in 
June primary races may now submit 
signatures of registered voters in 
Men of fitting fees. 


And based on the number of can­ 
didacy papers taken out so far in San 
Bernardino and Los Angeles coun­ 
ties, many candidates will seek to 
obtain the necessary number of 
signatures. 


The alternative to the filing fee 
was made possible by legislation 


enacted last July 11. The new law 
resulted from a U. S. Supreme Court 
decision that it was unconstitutional 
to require a fee for public office. 
The court declared such a regula­ 
tion discriminated against those who 
couldn't afford the fee. said William 
Clinton, San Bernardino County's 
registrar of voters. 
The new law, however, did make a 
filing fee lawful since candidates 
were offered an alternative, he ad­ 
ded. 
To qualify for the June primary 


elections, all candidates must file 
their nomination papers with county 
registrar offices between Feb. 16 and 
March 12 
In addition, candidates for state 
Senate. Assembly and judicial of­ 
fices only must file a declaration of 
intention to become a candidate 
between Feb. 2 and 11. Senate and 
Assembly candidates must pay their 
filing fees or file a signature petition 
when this declaration is filed 
The fee or number of “ in lieu” 
signatures is the same for state. 


federal and jucicial offices. There is 
a difference, however, for county 
supervisors for the two counties 
because of the variance in salaries. 
State, federal and judicial office 
requirements include: 
Assembly. $232 fee or 1.500 signa­ 
tures of registered voters; state Sen­ 
ate, $232 fee or 3.000 signatures. 
House of Representatives, $446 or 
3,000 signatures; House of Repre­ 
sentatives, $446 or 3.000 signatures; 
U. S. Senate. $892 fee or 10.000 signa­ 
tures; Superior Court judge, $452 fee 


or 1.812 signatures; Municipal Court 
judge. $416 fee or 2.668 signatures 
In Los Angeles County candidates 
for countv supervisor must pay a 
$905 fee or submit 3,624 signatures 
This compares to San Bernardino 
County where the fee is $453 or 1,816 
signatures 
The ratio between fee and 
signature is about four names for 
each dollar, explained Clinton 
For candidates of minor political 
parties, the fee schedule is the same 
but in lieu petitions must contain 


signatures of 10 per cent of the 
registered voters of that partv within 
the candidates’ district or 150 
signatures, whichever is less 
Candidates may submit a greater 
number of signatures to allow for 
subsequent losses due to the in­ 
validity of some signatures 
For candidates seeking partisan 
office, they must obtain signatures 
of voters registered with the same 
political party. The party affiliation 
restriction does not apply to non­ 
partisan offices 
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Move to reduce 
noise at OIA 
goes to board 


A proposal to reduce airport noise 
from residential areas by shifting 
runways at Ontario International 
Airport further to the east will be 
considered by the Los Angeles Board 
of Airport Commissions Monday. 
The board will meet at the Ontario 
airport to consider adoption of a 
noise abatement policy for the 
facility. The session will start at 2 
p.m. in the terminal building con­ 
ference room. 
The policy was introduced last 
November and has since undergone 
several revisions. The fourth draft of 
the document is being circulated 
among local government agencies 
and interested citizens 
The policy's main element is to 
move the airport's noise impact area 
east through construction of a 
replacement runway for the current 
35-vear-old runway, with the new 
runway’s threshold being shifted 
2,200 feet to the east. 
Later, extensions will be added to 
the east end of the existing runway 
so it ultimately becomes a runway 
for use by departing airplanes only. 


This would place planes at a higher 
altitude when passing over residen­ 
tial areas. 
Other aspects of the program in­ 
clude the retrofit of existing jet air­ 
craft with quieter engines, encourag­ 
ing the federal government to 
develop noise abatement procedures 
and programs, having land use con­ 
trol noise abatement procedures and 
programs, having land use control 
around the airport, and improving 
load factors by having airlines carry 
more passengers on fewer planes. 
Officials submitted the final 
environmental impact statement to 
federal and state agencies last Sep­ 
tember. The airport commission last 
week directed staff members to 
begin the process of applying for a 
federal grant under the Airport 
Development Act of 1970 to construct 
the $19,500.000 project. 
They will seek $10.475.400, or 53 per 
cent of the total, from federal fund­ 
ing The Los Angeles Department of 
Airports would contribute $9,024,600, 
or 47 per cent. The project’s design 
phase is expected to begin in July of 
1977. 


Claremont High 
to air condition 
lecture building 


Shortly after the Easter vacation, 
students attending classes or putting 
on plays in the iecture-drama facility 
at Claremont High School will be 
able to breathe more easily without 
having to wipe perspiration off their 
ioreheads. 
The school board has awarded a 
contract to get the building air con­ 
ditioned. 
The building was designed in 1970 
for air-conditioning and has no win- 


But because contractors 
bids 
cam e in far above the state 
allowance, the proposed air con­ 
ditioning systems was one of the first 
to be cut out 
Also omitted were such items as 
»tiding doors which would have 
opened-the three lecture rooms and 
the drama facility into an 8 00-seat 
theater; an intercom system, and a 
clock system. 
The $540,000 building was com­ 
pleted and opened for use in 
February 1971. 
The heating system worked well, 
but unseasonably warm weather in 
the winter or the heat of summer 


made the facility unsuitable, ac­ 
cording to district business manager 
Charles Abbott. 


The building contains three lecture 
rooms, each with 150 seats, and the 
theater facility with 300 to 350 seats. 
Abbott estim ated that the 
temperature soars as high as 120 
degrees under the stage lights 
“ They were breath-taking perfor­ 
mances,’’ he quipped. 
Asst. Principal Ron Meyer, who 
remembers when the drama class 
used a double classroom for its 
productions, said that he doesn’t con­ 
sider air conditioning a frill 
“ We had people pass out because 
of the stifling heat.” he said. 
The school board had decided that 
it will not be developing anything 
further under the state building fund 
program, and so considered that now 
is the time to use money in the dis­ 
trict building fund for such improve­ 
ments as air conditioning.

The 300 homeowners insisted 
Thursday that supervisors hold the 
line on salaries and fringe benefits 
for the county’s 8 5,000 employes, and 
that they curtail some services.

“ Our employes are doing the same 
types of work,” he said. “ And they 
are just as good as the county 
employes. Why can’t the county hold 
the line on the pay raises?”

“There is no qu estion in 
my mind that bu t for 
detente this cou ld not hav e 
been achiev ed,” said Rab­ 
bi Schneier.

He also said that it was 
his impression that Sov iet 
leaders are becoming 
more sensitiv e to Western 
pu blic opinion in the area 
of religiou s freedom.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
A government agency 
violated the intent of the 
law when it gave Rockwell 
International Corp. $19.5 
million worth of Air Force 
property in exchange for a 
building in an isolated loca­ 
tion now used in part to 
house Former President 
Rich ard M. N ixon’s 
records, 
the House 
Government 
Operations 
Committee said Friday. 
“ It is hard to escape the 
conclusion that GSA (the 
Government Services Ad­ 
ministration) was con­ 
cerned more with helping 
Rockwell solve its real es­ 
tate problems and with 
providing a handy place for 
President Nixon to store 
his papers than it was with 
providing office space for 
the federal government,” 
Chairman Jack Brooks, D- 
Tex., said in a statement 
accompanying the commit­ 
tee report made public Fri­ 
day. 
The building is at Laguna 
Niguel, 10 miles from Nix­ 
on’s San Clemente, Calif., 
home. Rockwell built it, 
the report said, intending 
to use it for manufacture of 
electronic guidance and 
similar equipment and also 
to provide headquarters of­ 
fices for its West Coast 
operations 
However, the committee 
reported, before the 
elaborate building was 
com pleted 
in 
1971, 
economic decline and 
cancelation of Air Force 
contracts made it useless 
to the company. 
Rockwell tried unsucces­ 
sfully to sell it on the open 
market the report con­ 
tinued, then opened ul­ 
tim a te ly successful 
negotiations with GSA, the 
federal housekeeping 
agency, to transfer it to the 


government in exchange 
for other property. 
The report said that, of 
more than 900,000 square 
feet of space in the 
building, only 192,825 
square feet were occupied 
as of last September, most 
of it being used by GSA 
itself to store papers, in­ 
cluding pre - presidential 
Nixon records. 
The committee said GSA 
was unable to interest 
other federal agencies in 
moving into the Laguna 
Niguel facility although it 
queried 104 agencies and 
circulated an elaborate 
brochure “ which reads like 
the high-powered promo­ 
tion of a luxury resort,” 
pointing out the avail­ 
ability of tennis, golf, ski­ 
ing and water sports in the 
vicinity. 
In return for the 
building, appraised at $20 
million, the report said. 


Rockwell received title to 
two Air Force plants and 
was allowed to choose 
government - owned ma­ 
chinery to bring the value 
to an appraised value of 
$19.531,446. The report add­ 
ed that Rockwell subse­ 
quently reappraised the 
properties at $27.315,000 
and is using the higher fig­ 
ure as an element in its 
costs during contract dis­ 
cussions with the Air 
Force. 
Brooks said the transac­ 
tion raised serious ques­ 
tions about the perfor­ 
mance of GSA. 
The report contended 
that: 
—By using the exchange 
procedure GSA avoided 
the need for congressional 
action. The exchange 
authority previously had 
been used chiefly to 
acquire building sites 
through land swaps.

NEW YORK (a P) - A 
former Detroit waitress 
and a skating ballerina 
from Colorado carry the 
main hopes of the United 
States for a gold medal in 
the Winter Olympic Games 
at Innsbruck, Austria, Feb. 
4-15. 
Sheila Young, 25, reign­ 
ing world sprint champion 
and Olympic veteran, will 
go for titles in three speed 
skating events—the 500. 
1,000 and 1,500 meters— 
with a good chance to win a 
gold in the two shorter dis­ 
tances. 
Dorothy H am ill, 19, 
three-time U.S. ladies 
champion from Riverside, 
Conn., but now Colorado 
based, is given a chance to 
follow in the marks of such 
former American figure 
skating champions as 
Tenley Albright, Carol 
Heiss and Peggy Fleming. 
But she wili not carry the 
favorite’s role. 
“Thank Heaven for Lit­ 
tle Girls” might well be 
the theme song of the U.S. 
squad which will compete 
with more than 1,000 rivals 
from 34 other countries on 
the glistening rinks and 
snow slopes of the Austrian 
winter wonderland. 
There will be 115 athletes 
in the American delegation 
with only 31 women But 
the ladies figure to pick up 
most of the handful of gold, 
silver and bronze medals 
that trigger the playing of 
the “ Star Spangled Ban- 
tf 
ner. 
Whereas the United 
States perennially is a 
dominant force in the Sum­ 
mer Olympics, collecting 
clusters of medals in 
swimming and track and 
field, prizes come dearly in 
the snow games. 
For years these Games 
were the private domain of 
athletes from the frigid 
Scandinavian nations or 
from those bordering the 
Alps. But in recent years 
the Soviet Union plus East 
and West Germany have 
emerged as powerful con­ 


tenders. Americans are 
gradually enlarging their 
base. 
Four years ago the 
United States won only 
three gold medals at Sap­ 
poro — Barbara Cochran in 
Alpine skiing, Anne Hen­ 
ning and Dianne Holum in 
speed skating Four years 
before that, at Grenoble, 
France, the lone gold was 
won by figure skater Peggy 
Fleming. Four golds, four 
women. 
The Innsbruck Games 
stand to follow a similar 
pattern insofar as the 
American threat is con­ 
cerned, with strength con­ 
centrated in figure skating, 
speed skating and Alpine 
skiing—and all in the 
ladies’ events. 
A m e ric a ’s 
m edal 
chances in Alpine skiing lie 
with Cindy Nelson, 20, of 
Lutsen, Minn., who is one 
of the top seeds in all three 
events—downhill, 
slalom 
and giant slalom. She won 
the World Cup downhill 
event in Saalbach, Austria, 
in 1974 and last season 
broke the 12-victory streak 
of Austria’s retired An- 
nemarie Moser-Proeli. 
The youthful U. S. 
hockey team, second to the 
Soviet Union four years 
ago, would consider itself 
lucky to win the bronze 
medal behind the USSR 
and Czechoslovakia. 
Americans don’t figure 
to place in Nordic skiing, 
the rigorous cross country 
and jumping tests in which 
Russia and the two Ger- 
manys have moved in to 
challenge the Scandina­ 
vians. They are almost 
sure to be shut out in the 
luge, bobsled and military 
biathlon events. 
Here is a rundown of 
American prospects by 
events: 
Figure Skating—Miss 
Hamill is considered the 
best freestyle figure skater 
in the world. But she needs 
a creditable performance 
in the compulsory figures 
to beat out the 1975 world 


champion, Dianne de 
Leeuw, who lives in Los 
Angeles but represents The 
Netherlands, and East 
G e rm a n y’s dazzling 
Christine Errath, 1974 
world titleholder. Terry 
Kubicka, 19, Of Cypress, 
Calif., the U.S. men’s 
champion, should place 
fourth or fifth. Colleen 
O’Connor and Jim Milns of 
Colorado Springs, No. 2 in 
the world, could grab a 
silver medal in the ice 
dance. Russians dominate

and

Babilonia, 15, and Randy 
Gardner, 17, of Los 
Angeles will be in it for ex­ 
perience. 
Alpine Skiing—Cindy 
Nelson is the girl to watch. 
She is rated in the Top Ten 
internationally and could 
score in a sport in which a 
downhill or slalom race is 
determined by l-100th of a 
second. Next best bet is 
Susie Patterson, 20, of Sun 
Valley. Idaho, good in the 
downhill. Greg Jones, 21, 
of Tahoe City, Calif., and

Speed Skating—Miss 
Young is unique in that she 
has won world titles in both 
speed skating and bicycl­ 
ing. Tremendous leg 
power. But her world 
sprint records have been 
broken by R u s s ia ’s 
Tanjana Averina. Leah 
Poulos, 24, of Northbrook, 
III., lias been skating since 
she was seven, has a good 
chance in the sprints. With 
the Russians and East 
Germans strong, the top U. 
S. men’s contender is Dan 
Carroll, 26. of St Louis, in 
his third Olympics. An iron 
man. he plans to go in five 
events. 


Bobsled — Americans 
were good before and just 
after World War II but 
have relinquished their 
role in the sport to Euro­ 
peans.

N A S H V IL L E , Tenn. 
(AP) — While rejecting a 
tie-breaker and a return to 
dropkicked field goals, the 
football rules committee of 
the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association has 
adopted new blocking regu­ 
lations and stricter rules 
against roughing quarter­ 
backs. 
The committee ordered 
a 15-yard 
penalty for 
roughing quarterbacks, 
even if the play is com­ 
pleted, with the penalty to 
take effect at the point at 
which the play ends, said 
Cliff Speegle, chairman of 
the committee and com­ 
missioner of the Southwest 
Athletic Conference 
Speegle, of Dallas, told a 
news conference Thursday 
if the play results in a 
touchdown, the penalty 
will be imposed against the 
offending team on the sub­ 
sequent kickoff. 
Blocking rules were 
extensively 
rewritten 
durng the four-day con­ 
ference in the hope player 
safety would be improved, 
Speegle said. 
The definition of spear­ 
ing was also broadened to 
include any deliberate use 
of the helmet in an attempt 
to stop an opponent. 
“ No player shall use his 
helmet, or butt or ram an 
opponent," Speegle said. 
“ Furthermore, no player 
shall intentionally strike a 
runner with the crown or 
top of his helmet.” 
“ The committee was 
following medical research 
evidence which shows that 
a football player whose 
head is in a lower position 
is more subject to injury 
than a player with his face 
up ” 
The committee made hip 
and thigh pads mandatory 
equipment for college foot­ 
ball players. 
The committee endorsed 
resolutions 
of 
the 
A m erican 
Fo o tb a ll 
Coaches’ Association call­ 
ing for coaches not to teach 
that the head is the 
primary point of contact 
for blocking and tackling; 
for the elimination of the 
use of self-propelled, 
mechanized apparatus in 
teaching blocking and 
tackling; and for greater 
emphasis in the e li­ 
mination of spearing. 
The committee wrote the 
following rules for team­ 
mates of a runner or pas­ 
ser who Use their hands 
and arms in blocking or to 
supplement a shoulder 
block: 
—The hands shall be in 
advance of the elbows. 


—The hands shall be in 
side the frame of the 
blocker's body and below 
the shoulder ot the n»o< kei 
and his opponent. 
—The hands and arms 
shall be parallel to the 
ground 
—The arms shall not be 
extended more than one- 
half of a full expansion 
—The hands shall be cup­ 
ped or closed with the 
palms not lacing the oppo­ 
nent 
—The hands and arms 
shall not be used to deliver 
a blow 
—The hands and arms 
shall not be used to grasp, 
pull, encircle or lift an op­ 
ponent 
—The hands or arms 
shall not be used to lock or 
clamp an opponent 
—In no block shall the 
hands be locked 
“ The most important 
thing in rewriting these 
rules is the safety aspect." 
Speegle said 
“ Not as 
much has been done in 19 
years to make the game sa­ 
fer." 
He said the last major 
blocking rule change was 
in 1958.

Anita and Hollywood Park Director of Racing F.E. (Jim ­ 
my) Kilroe has assembled a mythical handicap for each 
racing division, weighing the top performers of the pre­ 
vious year as he would if these horses were brought 
together in an actual race at season s end. 
For example, according to Kilroe’s estimation. Ruffian 
would carry 133 pounds in the “ Kilroe Invitational’’ at 
nine furlongs over a main track for three-year-old fillies. 
In this “ race.” Washington D C. International winner 
Nobiliary would tote 128 pounds, Katonka would carry 
125, Equal Change and My Juliet 124, while Hollywood 
Oaks victress Nicosia would be asked to shoulder 123 
pounds. (In all, Kilroe gave weights to 57 three-year-old 
fillies, which would make for a rather crowded run to the 
first turn). 
.. 
When it came to weighing three-year-old colts, Eclipse 
Award winner Wajima, according to Kilroe, would play 
second fiddle to Kentucky Derby winner Foolish Pleasure 
going a mile and an eight on the dirt. The Leroy Jolley- 
trained colt was pegged at 130 pounds, one more than 
champion Wajima and five more than Belmont Stakes 
winner Avatar. Forceten, the Swaps Stakes king, was 
evaluated at 124 pounds, while Hollywood Derby upsetter 
Intrepid Hero and Preakness winner Master Derby each 
received 123 pounds. Next in line among the nation s 
sophomore males were Diablo (122), Larrikin (121) and 
Messenger of Song (120).

When it came to weighing the older handicap division, 
Kilroe based his estimates on a race contested at one mile 
and one-quarter on a dirt track. Horse of the Year 
Forego, naturally, topped the roster at 132 pounds, six 
more than Western favorite Ancient Title. Astray and 
Snow Knight each were given 124 pounds, followed by 
(iolden Don and Royal Glint with 123, and Stardust Mel. at

Trainer Henry Moreno always has contended that Tizna 
was the equal of Eclipse Award winner Susan s Girl 
among the nation's older fillies and mares. Kilroe ob­ 
viously agreeing with Moreno, tagged Susan s Girl and 
Tizna as co-highweights at 126 pounds, while judging 
National Thoroughbred Championship heroine Dulcía one 
pound below. Chris Evert and Gay Style followed with 124 
pounds, while Tallahto (123), Honorable Miss (122) and 
La Zanazara (122) followed in line.

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A new theater 
for the valley 


Down the winding staircase they came, a dozen young 
actor-singers elegantly clad in pink and rose costumes of 
the Victorian era, singing as they strolled. The 
promenade, reminiscent of Ascot Day In “My Fair 
Lady," offered a pleasing blend of youthful exuberance 
and professional stagecraft. 
This was the recent preview performance by the Clare­ 
mont Playhouse, the valley s newest theater, which will 
open at 8 30 Friday night in the remodeled and 
redecorated auditorium of the old Claremont High School, 
now part of the Griswold's Old School House complex 
Looming above the shops, boutiques, art galleries and 
restaurants, the auditorium is a handsome, Med­ 
iterranean - style structure where generations of 
Claremonters have attended assemblies, rallies, plays, 
lectures and graduation exercises At a cost of some 
$200.000, Griswold’s has redesigned and rebuilt the stage 
beneath the towering proscenium, installed air- 
conditioning and 650 upholstered seats, and in the base­ 
ment constructed dressing rooms, showers, a green room 
and an actors' lounge. 
The Claremont Playhouse group which leases the 
auditorium from Griswold's has invested $95,000 in a 
sophisticated stage lighting system designed by the 
Olesen Company of Hollywood, one of the nation’s leading 
designers of theater lighting and stage equipment. The in­ 
stallation includes a pre-set electronic switchboard.

The new- theater is also equipped with elaborate gear 
for multi-media presentations, including a large rear- 
projection screen, two 5.000-watt dissolving projectors 
for still-picture display, and a Kalart Mark 300 Xenon mo­ 
tion picture projector 
Sparkplugs of the Claremont Playhouse are three 
veterans of professional theater, films and television — 
Dale White, Patrick Miller and Buddy Youngreen All 
three are graduates of the Pasadena Playhouse College of 
Theater Arts and formerly staff directors at the now- 
defunct theater. Casts for the Claremont Playhouse 
productions will be drawn from young theatrical 
aspirants throughout the Southland. They will receive a 
modest salary and be provided with professional training 
and direction, and a chance to gain performance ex­ 
perience. 
The opening production at the Claremont Playhouse 
will be a musical comedy, “Butch and the Kid," with 
book by Youngreen and music by James Prigmore. The 
show is a play of western Americana based on “Butch 
Cassidy and the Sundance Kid." It was originally 
presented by Youngreen at Robert Redford s Sundance 
Resort in Provo Canyon, Utah, and had a successful run 
later at the Pink Garter Theater in Jackson, Wyo. 
The cast is composed of Mel O ’Donna 1, Douglas Shrope, 
Jefferson Crane. Dominique Lavoie, Nancy Eddington, 
Denise Barton, Jillane Brown, Shelley Waldman, Rachel 
Sorteberg and Jim Harris. David Rex of Covina is produc­ 
tion stage manager. Heather Jardine of Claremont is 
musical director, and Larry LeMone of Pasadena is 
choreographer. 
Besides “Butch," the first season at the Claremont 
Playhouse will include Neil Simon’s “Star-Spangled 
Girl ”; “ Kiss and Tell" by F. Hugh Herbert; John 
Patrick’s “Teahouse of the August Moon"; “Petticoats 
and Pettifoggers,” another Youngreen-Prigmore musicai 
comedy, and an as-yet-unannounced musical. 
“Butch" will run eight to 10 weeks, with subsequent 
shows being offered for six to eight weeks each. Perfor­ 
mances are at 8:30 p.m. Tuesdays through Saturdays. 
Tickets range from $3 to $6. 
Although the bill of fare for the first season stresses 
comedy and music, the triumvirate of producers plans 
special performances of more serious works to be staged 
on occasional Sunday and Monday nights. Among these 
are a concert reading of Sophocles’ “Oedipus Rex," 
“ Dear Liar,” based on the correspondence between 
George Bernard Shaw and Mrs. Patrick Campbell, and 
Andre Obey’s “Noah.” 
If the recent preview of a number from “Butch" is in­ 
dicative of the style, talent and professional skill to be of­ 
fered by the Claremont Playhouse, the entertainment op­ 
portunities of valley theater-goers seem certain to be 
enriched by the new addition.

new state proficiency test 
have passed and are eli­ 
gible to leave school im m e­ 
diately if their parents ap­ 
prove. 
P r e l i m i n a r y re s u lts 
were released Tuesday for 
the 12.151 students who 
took the test last Dec. 20. 
1 nder the new law. 16 and 
17-year-olds who pass the 
test can withdraw from 
school without completing 
normal graduation require­

Previously, 
state 


law had required school at­ 
tendance until age 18. 
The students who passed 
will receive a “Certificate 
of Proficiency,” which is 
legally equivalent to a high 
school diploma.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Wage in­ 
creases won in ma jor labor contracts 
last year ran ahead of inflation for 
the first time in three years, the 
Labor Department reported Friday. 
The department said settlements 
negotiated during 1975 produced pay 
hikes averaging 10.2 per cent for the 
first year of the contract, up from in­ 
creases o 9.8 per cent negotiated in 
1974. 


Inflation as measured by , the con­ 
sumer price index increased 7 per 
cent in 1975 and 12.2 per cent in 1974. 
The last time wage increases out­ 
paced inflation was in 1972 under 
government wage-price controls. 
That year, first-year pay increases 
averaged 7.3 per cent, against an in­ 
flation rate of 3.3 per cent. 
Contracts covering 4.5 million 
workers are up for renegotiation this 


year in such key industries as truck 
ing, autos and rubber. Most of the ex­ 
piring contracts were negotiated un­ 
der controls and union leaders have 
Indicated they will seek substantial 
increases to catchup with inflation. 


The Ford administration has ex­ 
pressed concern over the prospect of 
crippling strikes and inflationary 
settlements which could endanger 


the economic recovery from reces­ 
sion. 
The Labor Department said its 
figures for last year covered 763 set­ 
tlem ents involving 2 8 million 
workers. Wage and fringe benefits in 
the first year averaged increases of 
11.2 per cent, compared with 10.7 per 
cent in 1974. 
Over the life of the contracts, 
wages and benefits increased an 


average of 8 per cent, up from 7.8 per 
cent in 1974. 


The government said the size of 
the settlements “appears to have 
been influenced by the possibility of 
additional increases" under es­ 
calator clauses which are intended to 
make-up for rises in the cost of liv­ 
ing. 
Contracts with such clauses 


provided for annual wage increases 
of 7 per cent. Contracts without es­ 
calator clauses averaged 8.2 per 
cent. 


Settlements with cost-of-living 
provisions provided first-year wag 
gains averaging 13.3 per cent when 
the cost-of-living adjustments were 
added to the basic wage increases, 
the government reported.

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Move to reduce 
noise at O IA 
goes to board 


A proposal to redace airport noise 
from residential areas by shifting 
runways at Ontario International 
Airport further to the east will be 
considered by the Los Angeles Board 
of Airport Commissions Monday 
The board will meet at the Ontario 
airport to consider adoption of a 
noise abatement policy for the 
facility. The session will start at 2 
p.m. in the terminal building con­ 
ference room. 
The policy was introduced last 
November and has since undergone 
several revisions. The fourth draft of 
the document is being circulated 
among local government agencies 
m i interested citizens 
The policy's main element is to 
move the airport s noise impact area 
east through construction of a 
replacem ent runway for the current 
35-vear-oM runway, with the new 
runway’s threshold being shifted 
2,200 feet to the east 
Later, extensions will be added to 
the east end of ihe existing runway 
so it ultimately becomes a runway 
for use by departing airplanes only. 


This would place planes at a higher 
altitude when passing over residen­ 
tial areas. 
Other aspects of the program in­ 
clude the retrofit of existing jet air­ 
craft with quieter engines, encourag­ 
ing the federal government to 
develop noise abatement procedures 
and programs, having land use con­ 
trol noise abatement procedures and 
programs, having land use control 
around the airport, and improving 
load factors by having airlines carry 
more passengers on fewer planes. 
Officials subm itted the final 
environmental impact statement to 
federal and state agencies last Sep 
tember The airport commission last 
week directed staff members to 
begin the process of applying for a 
federal grant under the Airport 
Development Act of 1970 to construct 
the $19,500.000 project 
They will seek $10,475.400, or 53 per 
cent of the total, from federal fund 
ing The Los Angeles Department of 
Airports would contribute $9,024.600, 
or 47 per cent The project’s design 
phase is expected to begin in July of 
1977

Candidates can turn to voters to qualify 
An alternative to the filing fee 


Candidates seeking election to 
rnunty. state md federal offices In 
June primary races may now submit 
signatures of registered voters In 
Mm of filing fees. 


Add based on the number of can- 
dMacy papers taken out so far in San 
Bernardino and Los Angeles coun­ 
ties, many candidates will seek to 
obtain the necessary number of 
signatures. 


The alternative to the filing fee 
was made possible by legislation 


enacted last July 11. The new law 
resulted from a U. S. Supreme Court 
decision that it was unconstitutional 
to require a fee for public office. 
The court declared such a regula­ 
tion discriminated against those who 
couldn’t afford the fee. said William 
Clinton, San Bernardino County’s 
registrar of voters. 
The new law. however, did make a 
filing fee lawful since candidates 
were offered an alternative, he ad­ 
ded. 
To qualify for the June primary 


elections, all candidates must file 
their nomination papers with county 
registrar offices between Feb. 16 and 
March 12. 
In addition, candidates for state 
Senate, Assembly and judicial of­ 
fices only must file a declaration of 
intention to become a candidate 
between Feb. 2 and 11. Senate and 
Assembly candidates must pay their 
filing fees or file a signature petition 
when this declaration is filed 
The fee or number of “in lieu” 
sicmatures is the same for state, 


federal and jucicial offices. There is 
a difference, however, for county 
supervisors for the two counties 
because of the variance in salaries. 
State, federal and judicial office 
requirements Include . 
Assembly. $232 fee or 1.500 signa­ 
tures of registered voters; state Sen­ 
ate, $232 fee or 3,000 signatures. 
Home of Representatives, $446 or 
3,000 signatures; House of Repre­ 
sentatives. $446 or 3.000 signatures; 
U. S. Senate, $892 fee or 10,000 signa­ 
tures. Superior Court judge, $452 fee 


or 1,812 signatures; Municipal Court 
judge. $416 fee or 2.688 signatures 
In Los Angeles County candidates 
for county supervisor must pay a 
$905 fee or submit 3,624 signatures 
This compares to San Bernardino 
County where the fee is $453 or 1,816 
signatures 
The ra tio betw een fee and 
signature is about four names for 
each dollar, explained Clinton 
For candidates of minor political 
parties, the fee schedule is the same 
but in lieu petitions must contain 


signatures of 10 per cent of the 
registered voters of that partv within 
the candidates’ district or 150 
signatures, whichever is less. 
Candidates may submit a greater 
number of signatures to allow for 
subsequent losses due to the in­ 
validity of some signatures 
For candidates seeking partisan 
office, they must obtain signatures 
of voters registered with the same 
political party The party affiliation 
restriction does not apply to non­

NEW YORK (AP) — The 
first Soviet Jews permitted 
to study for the rabbinate 
in a Western country will 
arrive in the United States 
in the fall, says a leader of 
an interfaith foundation. 
Rabbi Irvin Schneier. 
president of the Appeal of 
Conscience 
Foundation, 
said the agreement to 
allow five Soviet Jews to 
study at Yeshiva Uni­ 
v e rsity 
h ere 
was 
negotiated during a visit to 
the Soviet Union earlier 
this month by himself and 
the Rev Donald Campion, 
an American JesuiL 
“There is no question in 
my mind that but for 
detente this could not have 
been achieved," said Rab­ 
bi Schneier He attributed 
the agreement to "vastly 
im p ro v ed " rela tio n s 
between the United States 
and the Soviet Union. 
He also said that it was 
his impression that Soviet 
leaders are becoming 
more sensitive to Western 
public opinion in the area 
of religious freedom 
Under the agreement, 
the rabbi said, the Soviet 
Union will arrange tran­ 
sportation to New York, 
but the costs of tuition, 
other college fees and liv­ 
ing expenses, estimated to 
be at least 310,000 a year 
for each student, will be 
borne by the foundation.

Researchers claim they 
have found new evidence to 
link oral contraceptives 
with increased dangers of 
gall bladder disease, in­ 
cluding gallstones. 
A study shows that 
women who took normally 
prescribed doses of oral 
c o n tra c e p tiv e s 
e x ­ 
perienced a “ significant 
rise ” in the level of 
cholesterol found in their 
gall bladder b ile. 
Such increased levels 
can lead to the formation 
of 
g a lls to n e s , 
the 
researchers said in an arti­ 
cle published in this week's 
New England Journal of 
Medicine. 
The scientists said they 
s e le cte d 
w h ite 
and 
American Indian women 
between the ages of 19 and 
39 in Phoenix, Ariz., for the 
survey. 
One group of women was 
studied before and after 
starting use of oral con­ 
traceptives. A second 
group of women who had 
been on the pill for an av­ 
erage of 37 months was 
tested while on the pill and 
during their m enstrual 
periods, the report said. 
In both groups, the 
researchers found the in­ 
crease in cholesterol 
saturation of gall bladder 
bile “ highly significant” 
during the times when the 
women were on the pill.

ATLANTA (A P) - The 
first cases of influenza in 
the continental United 
States this season were 
reported today by the na­ 
tional Center for Disease 
Control. 


Outbreaks were reported 
in Minnesota and Oregon 
and isolated cases were 
noted in California. 
The CDC said, however, 
there is no reason to expect 
m ajor outbreaks of flu in 
the United States this 
winter. 


“ If there were going to 
be major outbreaks, we 
would have had some in­ 
dication much earlier in 
the season,” the spokes­ 
man said. “ Although flu is 
unpredictable, it is unlike­ 
ly that there w ill be any 
m ajor outbreaks this win­ 
ter.”

WASHINGTON (A P) - 
A government agency 
violated the intent of the 
law when it gave Rockwell 
International Corp. 9195 
million worth of Air Force 
property in exchange for a 
building in an isolated loca­ 
tion now used in part to 
house Form er President 
R ic h a rd M. N ix o n 's 
re c o rd s , 
the 
House 
Government 
Operations 
Committee said Friday. 
“ It is hard to escape the 
conclusion that GSA (the 
Government Services Ad­ 
m inistration) was con­ 
cerned more with helping 
Rockwell solve its real es­ 
tate problems and with 
providing a handy place for 
President Nixon to store 
his papers than it was with 
providing office space for 
the federal government,” 
Chairman Jack Brooks, D- 
Tex., said in a statement 
accompanying the commit­ 
tee report made public F ri­ 
day. 
The building is at Laguna 
Niguel, 10 miles from Nix­ 
on’s San Clemente, C alif., 
tome. Rockwell built it, 
the report said, intending 
to use it for manufacture of 
electronic guidance and 
sim ilar equipment and also 
to provide headquarters of­ 
fices for its West Coast 
operations 
However, the committee 
reported, 
before the 
elaborate building was 
co m p leted 
in 
1971 
economic decline and 
cancelation of Air Force 
contracts made it useless 
to the company. 
Rockwell tried unsucces 
•fully to sell it on the open 
market the report con 
tinued. then opened ul 
tim a te ly 
s u c c e s sfu l 
negotiations with GSA. the 
federal 
housekeeping 
agency, to transfer it to the 


government in exchange 
for other property. 
The report said that, of 
more than 900,000 square 
feet of space in the 
building, only 192,825 
square feet were occupied 
as of last September, most 
of it being used by GSA 
itself to store papers, in­ 
cluding pre - presidential 
Nixon records. 
The committee said GSA 
was unable to interest 
other federal agencies in 
moving into the Laguna 
Niguel facility although it 
queried 104 agencies and 
circulated an elaborate 
brochure “ which reads like 
the high-powered promo­ 
tion of a luxury resort,” 
pointing out the avail­ 
ability of tennis, golf, ski­ 
ing and water sports in the 
vicinity. 
In 
re tu rn 
fo r the 
building, appraised at 920 
m illion, the report said. 


Rockwell received title to 
two Air Force plants and 
was allowed to choose 
government - owned ma­ 
chinery to bring the value 
to an appraised value of 
919.531,446. The report add­ 
ed that Rockwell subse­ 
quently reappraised the 
properties at 927.315.000 
and is using the higher fig­ 
ure as an element in its 
costs during contract dis­ 
cussions with the A ir 
Force. 
Brooks said the transac­ 
tion raised serious ques­ 
tions about the perfor­ 
mance of GSA. 
The report contended 
that: 
—By using the exchange 
procedure GSA avoided 
the need for congressional 
action. 
The exchange 
authority previously had 
been used ch iefly to 
acquire building sites 
through land swaps.

RIVERSIDE - Cal Poly played its 
most overpowering basketball game 
in years here Friday night to rip 
apart host UC Riverside. 92-70. and 
take sole possession of first place in 
the California Collegiate Athletic As­ 
sociation. 
If Coach Don Hogan didn't have 
some mercv for UCR. Poly could 
have enjoyed an even bigger margin 
as the outcome was never really in 
doubt the way the visiting Broncos 
took immediate command. 
The surprisingly one-sided victory 
over the defending CCAA and NCAA 
Division II Western Regional cham­ 
pions gives Poly a 2-0 CCAA mark 
and 8-6 overall thanks to a five-game 
winning streak. 
Cal State Bakersfield (1-0) sur­ 
prised Cal State Los Angeles (2-1), 
70-68, and Cal State Northridge (1-2) 
beat Cal Poly San Luis Obispo (0-1), 
73-59, in Friday’s other CCAA 
games 
“Our guys were ready to play 
tonight," Hogan said in a bit of an un­ 
derstatement 
“We hit our stride 
tonight. The first half tonight was an 
excellent display of the type of 
basketball this team can play." 
Poly sim p ly ran p a st th e 
Highlanders (0-2, 5-9). Thanks to 
their quickness, the Broncos were 
able to break UCR’s press early and 
score several easy layups 
Once Poly took command, Hogan 
gave his starters a rest and the subs 
were able to protect the lead. 
UCR, losers of seven in a row in 
the longest string of setbacks in 
Coach Freddie Goss’ seven years, 
was able to narrow the gap to 47-27 at 
halftime 


But Poly im m ediately burst 
further ahead in the opening minutes 
of the second half to build a 75-49 lead 
with 7 49 left before the Scots 
reduced the final margin. 
The Broncos displayed great scor­ 
ing balance in the rout. Playmaking 
guard Tom Ispas enjoyed his best 
scoring night of his career with 20 
points with forward Jack Gamulin 
matching it. Joe Sills, the top scorer 
for the season, was right behind with 
19 
Poly, which made 19 of its first 27 
shots, finished the evening by mak­ 
ing 53 percent on 44-of-83 while UCR 
could make only 28-of-65 for 43 1 per 
cent. 
Ispas connected on nine of 15 field 
goals while Gamulin (10-16), Sills (9- 
16) and centers Mark Bernhard (5-6) 
and Mike Kluge (4-6) also hit over 
the magic 50 per cent mark. 
Guard Larry Reynolds, the MVP in 
the CCAA last year, lead UCR with 
22 points. 18 of them coming in the 
second half Center Leo Wills added 
18. 
Riverside enjoyed a 42-33 edge in 
rebounding with Wills grabbing 15. 
Paul Newton led the Broncs with 11. 
Ispas led both teams in assists with 
six. 
UCR had 25 turnovers while Poly 
committed 13. 
"We were geared for this game.

more, Calif., lost the 
crown to Muhammad All 15 
months ago in Zaire, 
Africa, and makes his com­ 
eback aiming to regain the 
title. 
“I want to forget what 
happened in Africa,” 
declared Foreman, who 
was stopped in eight 
rounds for the only loss in 
41 fights. 
”111 fight Ken Norton, 
Joe F r a z ie r , Ali or 
anybody to get to be cham­ 
pion again,” Foreman 
declared. 
At the same time he 
doesn't underestimate the 
prowess of Lyle, who has a 
31-3-1 record and has stop­ 
ped 22 opponents 
Lyle lost was stopped in 
11 rounds in a title fight 
against Ail last May 16 at 
Las Vegas 
The battle between the 
two knockout punchers — 
Foreman has stopped 37 
opponents — takes place in 
the cozy confines of the 
sports pavilion at Caesars 
Palace Hotel Casino. 
It will be televised 
nationally via ABC starting 
at 2 p.m. PST 
Foreman, despite his 
lengthy layoff, has been 
quoted a 5-2 favorite The 
ex-champ currently is 
ranked the No. 2 contender 
by the World Boxing Coun­ 
cil behind Norton. 
Lyle, who came off the 
floor to knock out Earnie 
Shavers in six rounds last 
Sept. 13, holds the No. 5 
spot among contenders in 
the heavyweight rankings 
Lyle said the fact be suf­ 
fered his first knockdown 
in the Shavers' fight could 
actually help him. 
‘i ’ll soon find out, ' be 
said on the eve of the 
Foreman fight. “I have no 
apprehension about being 
down. I know I don’t like to 


be down, but I know I can 
get up and come back to 
win.” 
The ex-convict from 
Denver still is unhappy 
that his title fight against 
Ali was stopped after he 
led through the first 10 
rounds. 
“There is no way to me 
that the Ali fight ending can 
be justified,” he declared 
“There is no tomorrow for 
a challenger and I know 
how 1 felt in the ring.

Hawley 
almost 
left U.S. 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
Sandy Hawley, a Canadian 
who is one of five men 
nominated for the George 
Woolf Memorial Jockey 
Award, was thinking a few 
months ago of abandoning 
his U.S. riding career and 
going home. 
The 26-year-old Hawley 
was the North American 
riding champion in 1970, 
1972 and 1973 and today is 
the leading rider at Santa 
Anita Park. One recent day 
he rode five winners and 
followed that with a four- 
winner day. 
Hawley 
acknowledges 
that riding winners is only 
half of the battle. “ First 
you have to get the good 
horses,’’ be said, “ and I've 
got a great agent.“ 
But it was his agent’s 
legal status that nearly 
cost Hawley his American 
career. 
Colin Wick is Hawley’s 
agent—the man who 
negotiates with owners and 
obtains mounts for the 
rider Wick is reportedly a 
great horse handicapper 
and a good judge of horses.

Sheila Young, 25, reign­ 
ing work! sprint champion 
and Olympic veteran, will 
go for titles in three speed 
skating events—the 500, 
1,000 and 1,500 meters- 
with a good chance to win a 
gold in the two shorter dis­ 
tances. 
Dorothy H am ill, 19, 
three-time U.S. ladies 
champion from Riverside, 
Conn., but now Colorado 
based, is given a chance to 
follow in the marks of such 
former American figure 
skating champions as 
Tenley Albright, Carol 
Heiss and Peggy Fleming. 
But she will not carry the 
favorite s role. 
“ Thank Heaven for Lit­ 
tle Girls" might well he 
the theme song of the U.S.

(AP) — While rejecting a 
tie breaker and a return to 
dropkicked field goals, the 
football rules committee of 
the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association has 
adopted new blocking regu­ 
lations and stricter rules 
against roughing quarter­ 
backs 
The committee ordered 
a 15-yard penalty for 
roughing quarterbacks, 
even if the play is com­ 
pleted. with the penalty to 
take effect at the point at 
which the play ends, said 
Cliff Speegie, chairman of 
the committee and com­ 
missioner of the Southwest 
Athletic Conference. 
Speegie, of Dallas, told a 
news conference Thursday 
if the play results in a 
touchdown, the penalty 
will be imposed against the 
offending team on the sub­ 
sequent kickoff. 
Blocking rules were 
extensively 
rewritten 
durng the four-day con­ 
ference in the hope player 
safety would be improved, 
Speegie said. 
The definition of spear­ 
ing was also broadened to 
include any deliberate use 
of the helmet in an attempt 
to stop an opponent 
“ No player shall use his 
helmet, or butt or ram an 
opponent,” Speegie said 
“ Furthermore, no player 
shall intentionally strike a 
runner with the crown or 
top of his helmet " 
“ The committee wa* 
following medical research 
evidence which shows that 
a football player whose 
head is in a lower position 
is more subject to injury 
than a player with his lace 
up ” 
The committee made hip 
and thigh pads mandatory 
equipment for college foot­ 
ball players

Coaches' Association call­ 
ing for coaches not to teach 
that the head is the 
primary point erf contact 
for blocking and tackling; 
for the elimination of the 
use of self-propelled, 
mechanized apparatus in 
teaching blocking and 
tackling, and for greater 
emphasis in the e li­ 
mination of spearing 
The committee wrote the 
following rules for team­ 
mates of a runner or pas­ 
ser who use their hands 
and arms in blocking or to 
supplement a shoulder 
block 
-The hands shall be in 
advance of the elbows 


—The hands shall be in 
side the frame of the 
blocker’s body and Vlow 
the shoulder ol the b'u* kei 
and his opponent 
-The hands and arms 
shall be parallel to the 
ground 
—The arms shall not be 
extended more than one- 
half of a full expansion 
- The hands shall be cup­ 
ped or closed with the 
palms not lacing the oppo­ 
nent. 
—The hands and arms 
shall not be used to deliver 
a blow 
—The hands and arms 
shall not be used to grasp, 
pull, encircle or lift an op­ 
ponent 
—The hands or arms 
shall not be used to lock or 
clamp an opponent 
- In no block shall the 
hands be locked 
“ The most important 
thing in rewriting these 
rules is the safety aspect.”

For example, according to Kilroe’s estimation. Ruffian 
would carry 133 pounds in the “Kilroe Invitational ’ at 
nine furlongs over a main track for three-year-old fillies. 
In this “race,” Washington DC. International winner 
Nobiliary would tote 128 pounds, Katonka would carry 
125, Equal Change and My Juliet 124, while Hollywood 
Oaks victress Nicosia would be asked to shoulder 123 
pounds. (In all, Kilroe gave weights to 57 three-year-old 
fillies, which would make for a rather crowded run to the 
first turn).

When it came to weighing three-year-old colts, Eclipse 
Award winner Wajima, according to Kilroe, would play 
second fiddle to Kentucky Derby winner Foolish Pleasure 
going a mile and an eight on the dirt. The Leroy J°jl®y_ 
trained colt was pegged at 130 pounds, one more than 
champion Wajima and five more than Belmont Stakes 
winner Avatar. Forceten, the Swaps Stakes king, was 
evaluated at 124 pounds, while Hollywood Derby upsetter 
Intrepid Hero and Preakness winner Master Derby each 
received 123 pounds. Next in line among the nation s 
sophomore males were Diablo (122), Larrikin (121) and 
Messenger of Song (120). 
When it came to weighing the older handicap division, 
Kilroe based his estimates on a race contested at one mile 
and one-quarter on a dirt track.

Oil companies report: 
An end to fat profits

NEW YORK (AP) — The 
substantially lower earn­ 
ings two major oil com­ 
panies reported for 1975 
reflect an end to the fat in- 
ventory p rofits they 
enjoyed immediately after 
the Arab oil embargo. 
Texaco Inc., the nation’s 
second largest oil com­ 
pany, said its earnings 
were down 46.2 per cent in 
1975 Standard Oil Co. of 
Indiana (Amoco) said it 
earned $171 million less 
than it did in 1974. 
"Anything you compare 
to 1974 is going to look 
bad,” one W all Street 
energy economist said 
“ 1974 was a record year 
and it will be quite a while 
before they repeat that.” 
Texaco earned $1.54 
billion in 1974 and only 
$830 6 million in 1975 Much 
of the 1974 profits came 
from inventories — when 
the producing nations sud­ 
denly quadrupled the price 
of crude oil, the oil held in 
company pipelines and 
tanks was suddenly worth 
much more than was paid 
for it. 
Also contributing to the 
decline was the lower de­ 
mand for oil products in 
1975, because of conserva­ 
tion efforts and slower in­ 
dustrial activity during the 
recession, and the higher 
cost of doing business 
“There was over-all 
improvement in petroleum 
prices for 1975 compared 
with the prior year, which 
was not adequate to offset 


the eflect of reduced de­ 
mand for petroleum, 
higher crude oil costs, and 
inflationary increases in 
costs and expenses," Tex­ 
aco chairm an M aurice 
Granville said. 
As an indication of de­ 
mand, Texaco’s petroleum 
product sales declined 6 
per cent over the year and 
natural gas sales declined 
7.1 per cent. 
Texaco also took a loss of 
$81 3 million because of the 
nationalization of its 
property in Venezuela and 
the possibility of such a 
loss in Angola. And the 
company registered a $75- 
milhon loss due to the fall­ 
ing value of the currency in 
nations where it did

Down the winding staircase they came, a dozen young 
actor-singers elegantly clad in pink and rose costumes of 
the Victorian era. singing as they strolled 
The 
promenade, reminiscent of Ascot Day in “My Fair 
Lady.” offered a pleasing blend of youthful exuberance 
and professional stagecraft. 
This was the recent preview performance by the Clare­ 
mont Playhouse, the valley s newest theater, which will 
open at 8 30 Friday night in the remodeled and 
redecorated auditorium of the old Claremont High School, 
now part of the Griswold's Old School House complex 
Looming above the shops, boutiques, art galleries and 
restaurants, the auditorium is a handsome, Med­ 
iterranean - style structure where generations of 
Claremonters have attended assemblies, rallies, plays, 
lectures and graduation exercises. At a cost of some 
$200,000. Griswold's has redesigned and rebuilt the stage 
beneath the towering proscenium, installed air- 
conditioning and 650 upholstered seats, and in the base­ 
ment constructed dressing rooms, showers, a green room 
and an actors’ lounge 
The Claremont Playhouse group which leases the 
auditorium from Griswold's has invested $95,000 in a 
sophisticated stage lighting system designed by the 
Olesen Company of Hollywood, one of the nation's leading 
designers of theater lighting and stage equipment The in­ 
stallation includes a pre-set electronic switchboard
